Our first step was to replace paper napkins 
with ones made of Kevlar. (Unheap paper absorbs 
mustard and spilled soft arinks just fine; but, 
they don't hold up so well unoer a nail of bullets 
(See Fig. 1). If the customer places the napkin 
down the front of their shirt, they will have 
adequate protection for both the heart and lungs. 
If they place the napkin in their lap, they 
will be protecting tneir kidneys and genitals. 
Or if they feel especially paranoid, they 
can cover botn regions with two Kevlar 
napkins. 

Our next step was to provide our 
customers with some form of head pro- 
. tection. Une of our boys hit upon 
A N\ the idea of enlarging the hamburger 


containers so that they could enclose the average 
person'a head (See Fig. 2). by substituting 
Kevlar impregnated with a stiffening agent for 
the styrafoam normally used in such containers, 
we found that we could render the containers 
bullet-proof. ‘ine final touch was to add pop- 
out eye and neck noles Ior the customer, 
These noles can be poppea out in less than 
a second and the entire container helmet 
can be securely placed upon the head in 
. another 1.63 seconds. 

For the protection of the limbs, 
we applied the same principle to our 
soft drink cups. The cups have been 
enlarged enough to accept the average huméen erm or leg; and, each 
cup has a series of leakproof perforations which allow the bottom 
of the cup to be removed in a fraction of a second (See Fig.3). 
Of course, the average customer presently only purchases one soft 
drink with their meal; so, in order to obtuin full protection for
